States, in pursuance of an sci of con- J 
grew, ha# issued a proclamation culling 
for 135,000 volunteer*, of which number 
four 
regiment#, approximating 1,000 
men i ach. aud two bat tv ne* nave oeen 
apportioned to the state of Indiana. 
Now, therefore, L James A. Mount, 
governor of the state of Indiana, acting 
on the authority vested in me by the 
constitution, do hereby call for the en­ 
listment and mustering into the United 
States service of the number of men 
above stated w ho are qualified for m ili­ 


tary duty. 
In conformity with this call, the Indi­ 
ana National Guard is Hereby directed 
and commanded to report without delay 
to Brigadier Geuerstl McKee at the fair­ 
grounds of the state l>oard of agricul­ 
ture, near Indianapolis, a designated 
camp, where they will be mobilized and 
mustered into the service of the I nited 


States government iu aoeordanee with 
the provisions of the proclamation issued 
by the president- 
All vacancies that exist or may occur 
in regiments, companies or batteries.

CH ALLEGED TO A DUEL. 


General Le* end Captain Signee A»ke<l 
lo Fight a Wrathy Spaniard. 
Washington, 
April 28.■—Lieutenant 
Ramon dc Carranza of the Spanish 
royal navy, until recently naval attache 
of the Spanish legation at Washington, 
has challenged General Fitzhugh Lee 
and Captain Sigsbee of the Maine to 
fight duels. 
The challenges were is­ 
sued ou tho night that the Spanish 
minister withdrew from Washington. 
I lieutenant de Carranza had determined 
! upon this course of action immediately 
after General Lee and Captain Sigsbee 
st ited before congressional committees 
that in their belief Spanish naval offi­ 
cers were rvsponsible for the blowing 
up of the Maiue. 
The challenges were sent on the 20th 
inst., and eight days was given for a re­ 
ply. 
That to General Lee was sent in 
care of the the srate department and 
reached there after General Lee had 
gone to Richmond, Va., and the chal­ 
lenge to Sigsbee was sent in care of the 
navy department and reached there 
after the officer had gone to Philadel­ 
phia to take command of the St. Paul.

Washington, April 26.—The rendez­ 
vous for the troops to be mustered in 
the service of the volunteer army in 
Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana and Illinois 
has been designated by Secretary Alger 
as follows: 
Illinois, Springfield; Indi­ 
ana, Evansville; Kentucky, Louisville; 
Ohio, Columbus. 
For the purpose of recruiting for the 
volunteer, as well as for the regular 
army, the department will designate in 
each state and territory several cities 
where recruiting under the direction of 
army officers w ill be carried on.

Declaration That W ar Es 1st* Pawed by 
U n ited Stale* Congree*. 
W ashington, April 26 — President Mc­ 
Kinley yesterday 9eut a massage to con­ 
gress transm itting the correspondence 
had w ith Spain through M inister W ood­ 
ford since the adoption of the joint reso­ 
lution dee*la riug for 
intervention in 
Cuba, together w ith a copy of his procla­ 
m ation blockading the ports of Cuba, 
and made the following recom m enda­ 
tion; 
In view of the m casum s so taken, and 
w ith a view to the adoption of such other 
m easures as m ay be necessary to enable 
m e to carry out tho expressed w ill of the 
congress of the I Tilted States, in the prem ­ 
ises, I now recom m end to your honorable 
body th** adoption of a joint resolution de­ 
claring th at a state of war exists betw een 
the U nited States of A m erica aud tho 
kingdom of Spain, aud I urge speedy no­ 
tion thereon to the end that tho definition 
of tho in tern ation al st a la to* o f the I lilted 
States, as a belligerent power, m ay be 
m ade know n a m i the assertion of all its 
rights and the m aintenance of all i t s ‘In 
ties in the condue! of a public war may be 
assured. 
Im m ediately after the reading of the 
message the following bill, which had 
been prepared, was reported by the 
house foreign com m ittee which 
was 
passed by the house in less than two 
m inutes after its introduction, and later 
in the day passed the senate. 
1. 
T hat w ar be, and the same is here­ 
by declared to exist aud that war has 
existed since the 21st day of April, A. 
D., 1898, including said clay, between 
the U nited States of America and the 
Kingdom of Spain. 
2. 
T hat the President of the U nited 
States be, and he hereby is, directed and 
empowered to use the entire land aud 
naval forces of the U nited States, and 
to o a ilin to the actual service of tho 
U nited States the m ilitia of the several 
states, to such an extent as may be 
necessary to carry this act into effect. 
The bill reached the president after 6 
o’clock last night, aud after going over 
the phraseology with Attorney General 
Griff**, the only member of the oehme! 


Navy Department W ithout Information 
on the Sobject. 
Washington. April 26.—Notbiug is 
known at the navy department of the 
reported cutting of the cable connect­ 
ing Cuba with Key W est, by the Man­ 
grove, IO miles out at sea. 
There is a 
good deal of doubt as to the accuracy of 
the report and it is believed that the 
moat that has been done in that direc­ 
tion has been the tapping of the cable 
for strategic 
purposes. 
The 
United 
States is a party to a convention which 
binds all the signatories, most of the 
marine powers of the world, to refrain 
from interference with cables in the 
event of war. 
A naval officer of high rauk, when 
questioned on the subject, remarked 
that almost all agreements are sus­ 
pended by war when they mjure the in­ 
terests of one of the combatants aud 
favor the other. 
The cable connecting 
Cuba with Madrid would be a rnoet 
powerful assistance to the Spanish cause 
just now and would work equal injury 
to us, wherefore, said the officer, a pru­ 
dent naval commander doubtless would 
cut the cable first and let the diplomats 
talk about it afterward,

If lite Depart meal* Have They Defuse to 
D iv u lg e. 
Washington, April 26.—There was a 
a derth of news from the seat of hostili­ 
ties off the Cuban coast yesterday so far 
as the navy department was concerned, 
or if it was in possession of information 
it was so carefully guarded that noth­ 
ing leaked out. 
A few telegrams came 
from Key West anuouuciug the arrival 
there of the prizes whose capture has 
been reported through the press. 
Nothing could be obtained as to the 
intentions of Commodore Schley in so 
hastily rushing away the flyers Col­ 
umbia aud Minneapolis from Hampton 
Roads, but it is believed that there pur­ 
pose is to shelter th 75 Paris or some of 
the other liners from attack at the 
hands of some Spanish cruisers. 
There was talk of establishing a sup­ 
ply depot in the Philippines to meet the 
conditions in Asiatic waters.

PRAYING BICYCLES. 


/•pattest) A ttach Prayer W heels to the 
Halts of T heir Machine*. 
Tho bicycle is now employed to aid' 
the pions Buddhist in praying with 
greater ease, but yet, as he hopes, with 
great effect. 
It is from tho ingenious 
and enterprising country of Japan that 
this new departure is reported. 
Tho Buddhist has always done his 
praying with the assistance of a wheel. 
The prayers are placed inside the wheel, 
which turns round, following the di­ 
rection of the sun, and delivers up to 
heaven the prayers of the owner, or of 
all whoso thoughts are fixed upon it. 
Borne enormous wheels are capable of 
praying for thousands of people. 
This 
mode of worship may setIn somewhat 
irresponsible to western people, but the 
Buddhist, who is a subtle reasoner, 
would be able to explain why it is sat­ 
isfactory. 
In various parts of the vast territory 
in which the Buddhist faith is held 
different motive powers are used in 
these prayer wheels. Some humble per­ 
sons turn the wheel by hand, but not 
if they can help it. 
On the hills of 
Tibet, 
a great stronghold of 
pure 
Buddhism, the wheels are usually sc 
built that the wand turns them. In oth­ 
er places they are moved by water powd­ 
er. 
But it is obvious that wind must fail 
occasionally aud that this may happen 
when the Buddhist is particularly in 
need of copious prayer. 
Water power, 
too, is often lacking. 
Bo the ingenious Jap now attaches a 
sm all prayer wheel to the hub of his 
bicycle, aud when he takes a rido ho 
combines worship w ith recreation. 
By 
giving a glance at his pedometer he can 
tell just how much praying he has done. 
He can also keep an accurate daily rec* 
ord, which w ill enable him to tell after 
a number of years just how much pray* 
er stands to his credit. 
In this way 
Buddhism seems to have given a zest 
to bicycling which no other religion 
can supply.—New York Journal.

PRAYING BICYCLES. 


/f t p a u m A tta ch P rayer W h eels to the 
H a h s o f T h eir Mar hi nett. 
The bicycle is now employed to aid 
the pious B uddhist in praying w ith 
great* r ease, but yet, as he hopes, w ith 
great eft*-ct. 
It is from the ingenious 
and enterprising country of Japan th a t 
this new departure is reported. 
The B uddhist has alw ays done his 
praying w ith the assistance of a wheel. 
The prayers are placed inside th#wheel, 
which turns round, follow ing the d i­ 
rection of th e sun, and delivers np to 
heaven the prayers of the owner, or of 
all whoso thoughts are fixed upon It. 
Borne enorm ous wheels are capable of 
praying for thousands of peopla 
This 
mode cf worship may sefTn som ew hat 
irresjonsible to w estern people, but the 
B uddhist, w ho is a subtle reasoner, 
w ould be able to explain w hy it is sat­ 
isfactory. 
In various parts of the vast territory 
in w hich the B uddhist faith is held 
different m otive powers are used in 
these prayer wheels. Some hum ble per­ 
sons tu rn the w heel by hand, but not 
if they can help it. 
On the hills of 
Tibet, 
a great stronghold of 
pure 
B uddhism , the w heels aro usually sc 
built th a t the w ind tu rn s them. In oth 
er places they are moved by w ater pow 
er. 
B ut it is obvious th a t w ind m ust fail 
occasionally and th a t this m ay happen 
when the Buddhist is particularly in 
need of copious prayer. 
W ater power, 
too, is often lacking. 
So the ingenious Ja p now attaches a 
sm all prayer w heel to the hub of bis 
bicycle, and when he takes a ride ho 
combines worship w ith recreation. 
By 
giving a glance at his pedom eter he can 
tell ju st how much praying he lias done. 
He can also keep an accurate daily rec­ 
ord, w hich w ill enable him to tell after 
a num ber of years just how much pray­ 
er stands to his credit. 
In this way 
B uddhism seems to have given a zest 
to bicycling w hich no other religion 
can supply.—New York Journal.

fh « y May H ave B een H ostile, b a t T h ey 
D idn’t D are A ttack th e C ockatoo. 
There w as trouble and to spare one 
day last week in a back yard on Brook­ 
lyn Heights. The canso of it was an in ­ 
nocent cockatoo w hich had flown away 
from home and found its way to the 
top of a toes near State street, between 
Henry street aud Garden place. 
W here 
the strange bird came from there is no­ 
body to tell. 
It was first discovered 
by the large 
and noisy colony of English sparrow* 
which inhabits th at vicinity. 
The first 
sparrow’ to see the foreigner lost no 
tim e in com m unicating the news of its 
discovery to its m ates, aud in three 
m inutes no less than 50 sparrows had 
assembled to exam ine the strange v isit­ 
or and exchange views about him. They 
took places on all sides of the cockatoo 
and began a chattering which soon a t­ 
tracted attention from all the neighbor­ 
ing windows. They hopped about from 
branch to branch, but never approach­ 
ed nearer than a yard to the puzzled 
stranger. For a tim e the cockatoo view 
cd the conclave about him w ith sereni­ 
ty, but the strain beaume too much for 
him, and finally found expression in a 
series of tho most penetrating screecher, 
accompanied by the elevation of hi* 
light green plum e, which had previous­ 
ly been partly concealed in his fluffy, 
snow w hite feathers.

there bad been a gradual concentration 
of the feline forces near the bast of the 
tree w hich formed the cockatoo's pere) 
This m eant a catfight us sore as preach 
ing, and it was not long before the b<« 
tilities broke out. 
Then the dogs had 
their turn, and the cats disappeared, 
but to the last the cockatoo -sat unruffled 
iu bis feather* in the tree tojL*- New 
York Son.

Japanese* A ttach Prayer W heel* to ilia 
H ah* of Their Machine*. 
Th* bicycle is now em ployed to aid 
the pious B uddhist in praying witli 
gr< att r ('ase, but yet, as he hopes, w ith 
great effect. 
It is from the ingenious 
and enterprising country of Japan th at 
this new departure is reported. 
The B uddhist has alw ays done his 
praying w ith the assistance of a who* ! 
The prayers axe placed inside the wheel, 
which turns round, follow ing the d i­ 
rection of th e sun, and delivers up to 
heaven the prayers of the owner, or of 
all whoso thoughts are fixed upon it 
Some enorm ous wheels are capable of 
praying for thousands of people. 
This 
mode of w orship may K d a som ewhat 
irresponsible to western people, but the 
B uddhist, who is a subtle reasoner, 
would be able to explain why it is sat 
isfactory. 
In various parts of the vast territory 
in w hich the B uddhist faith is held 
different m otive powers are used in 
these prayer wheels. Borne hum ble per­ 
sons tu rn the w heel by hand, but not 
if they can help it. 
On the hills of 
Tibet, 
a 
great stronghold of 
pure 
Buddhism , the wheels are usually sc 
built th a t the w ind turns them . In oth­ 
er places they are moved by w ater pow 
er. 
B ut it is obvious th at w ind m ust fail 
occasionally and th a t this m ay happen 
when the B uddhist is particularly in 
need of copious prayer. 
W ater power, 
too, is often lacking. 
So the ingenious Jap now attaches a 
sm all prayer w heel to the hub of his 
bicycle, and when he takes a ride he 
combines w orship w ith recreation. 
By 
giving a glance at his pedom eter he can 
tell ju st how much praying he has done. 
He can also keep an accurate daily rec­ 
ord, w hich w ill enabl“ him to tell after 
a num ber of years just how m uch pray­ 
er stands to his credit. 
In this way 
Buddha in seems to have given a zest 
to bicycling w hich no other religion 
can supply.— New York Journal.

There was trouble aud to spare one 
day lust week in a bar k yard on Brook­ 
lyn H' Ightx. The cause of it was an in ­ 
nocent cockatoo w hich bud flown awny 
from home and found its way to the 
top of a tree m a r State street, between 
Henry street and Garden place. 
W here 
the strange bird came from there is no­ 
body to tell. 
ll was first discovered 
by the large 
and noisy colony of English sparrows 
which inhabits th at vicinity. 
The first 
sparrow to see the foreigner lost no 
tim e in com m unicating the news of its 
discovery to Its m ates, and in three 
m inutes no less than 50 sparrows had 
assembled to exam ine the strange v isit­ 
or and exchange views about him.
